MEDIATION IN THE AIR 


Hay Goes to Ohio to See the 
President. 


Given to Understand Legation- 
ers Must Be Saved. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—{Exciusive 
Dispatch.} China will be told tomor- 
row or the next day whether the 
United States is willing to undertake to 
mediate between her and the powers. 
Secretary Hay already knows what 
the answer will be. in substance. He 
started tonight for Cleveland. and 
while in Ohio will go te Canton ané@ 
see the President. At this conference 
the subject of mediation will be talked 
over, and Hay’'s answer will be amended 
end approved. When the r be- 
comes public it probably will be found 
that it is much like the one which 
France gave to an appeal to media- 
tion, only not quite so strong. 

Hay intimated what it 
would contain when Minister Wu 
called upon him at the State Depart- 
ment today to ask about it. The Secre- 
tary said that the United States has a 
very friendly feeling toward China, 
and would do anything within her 
power to prevent the dismemberment 
of thet ancient empire, but there are 
conditions under which mediation can 
be offered, and these conditions must 
be fulfilled by China. Secretary Hay 
explained that no European power at 
the present moment feels disposed to 
accept mediation from anybody In the 
Chinese trouble. Things are far too 
serious for that. China must first. he 
said, rescue the foreign ministers from 
Peking and deliver them safely to their 
governments. Then it must either 
alone or in codperation with the allied 
powers, put down the Boxer rebellion 
and give assurances that it can con- 
trol these anarchistic outbreaks in fu- 
ture and protect foreign lives and 
property. With these things done. Sec- 
retary Hay said. there might properly 
be mediation, but under the present 
conditions it would be a complete fali- 


ure.

Business Houses Threatened 
by Fire in Restaurant. 


“Tobasco Hot Stuf” in Vienna Buffet. 
Some Damage. 


At 9:30 o'clock last night the cook 
in the Vienna Buffet kitchen rushed 
out into the main room, calling “fire.” 
The spectators saw a tiny biaze creep- 
ing through the side of the stage to 
the dome. One of the musicians rushed 
out and turned in an alarm from box 
No. 32, at the corner of Main and 
First streets, while Officer Loomis also 
turned the key at box No. 37. corner 
Spring and Frenklin streets. The en- 
gines responded promptly, and in 
twenty minutes the fire, which at one 
time seemed to threaten the entire 
block, had been extinguished. 

The fire started in the kitchen of the 
Baltimore restaurant at No. 137 North 
Main street, owned by John Krilano-
